$1,500 APPROPRIATED 

By Fiscal Court for More In- 
telligent Farming. 



the 



t far-reaching step toward 
intelligent farming was taken by the 
fiscal Court at its adjourned meet- 
fling last Tuesday morning. The R. 
A., through Mr. CaBtleberry. ap- 
peared before the court and asked 
it to appropriate the sum of $1,500 
to pay the salary of a Government 
expert to take charge of the business 
of testing all fertilizers, seeds for 
planting, etc , in this county for one 
year. After considering the propo- 
sition from the hour of meeting un- 
til nearly 12 o'clock, during which 
f ' time many of the farmers of the 
bounty and the members of 
court were heard from, the vote 
taken and carried without a dissent- 
ing voice. 

It was the opinion of everybody 
that our farmers are behind the 
times in scientific farming. The 
Judge of the court and the county 
Attorney expressed the same opinion. 
Farmers are always too busy to at- 
tend lectures on agriculture, but 
they will find that the man who is to 
ome herein March and begin his 
duties will prove the wisdom of the 
court in providing a person who will 
be competent to direct them in the 
kind of fertilizer their land needs,

Washington, Feb. 5. -Here is the 
Sixteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, rati- 
fied Monday: 

"Article XVI. -The Congress shall 
have power to la> and collect taxes 
on incomes, from whatever source 
derived, with ou t apportimment 
among the several States, and with- 
out regard to any census or enumer- 
a'ion." 

Wyoming had the honor of mak- 
ing the amendment effective. With- 
in two hours after word was received 
that the Wyoming Legislature had 
ratified the amendment, a telegram 
was received by Senator Richardson, 
of Delaware, stating that his State 
had also ratified the amendment, 
and to this was added New Mexico, 
making thirty-eight States to act 
favorably. Utah and New Jersey 
are expected to do the same. Only 
thirty-six were needed. 

The Democrats tariff makers of 
the House and Senate forthwith an- 
nounced that they would begin pre- 
parations at once to enact an income 
tax law as a part of the Democratic 
tariff programme at the coming ex 
tra dession of Congress. Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina, who 
will probably be the next chairman 
of the Finance Committee, spake 
for the Senate. Representative Hu 
of Tennessee, the income tax expert 
of the Ways and Means Committee, 
spoke for the House. 

Senator Norris Brown, of Nebras 
ka, Republican, author of the 
amendment, which he introduced in 
the Senate on June 17, 1909. with 
pirdonable pride, announced to the 
Senate during the afternoon that 
three- fourths of the sovereign States 
had ratified it. He congratulated 
the Senate and the country on the 
result. The amendment will not be- 
come actually a part of theConstitu 
tion until the notice of the ratifi 
cation by Wyoming or Delaware has 
been formally filed with the Senator 
of State, which will doubtless be 
within a few days. 

The Democrats propose to raise 
approximately $100,000,000 a year 
by the new tax and to graduate it 
so that persons of great wealth will 
pay at a higher rate.

This is re- 
garded as a strategical movement, 
possibly with the idea of drawing 
the Turks into the offensive. 

The belief is held among military 
experts here that no serious opera- 
tions are to be expected at Tchatalia 
for the present. The condition of 
the southern portion of the zone be- 
tween the lines of the belligerents is 
such as to render the movement of 
of men impossible. It is little bet- 
ter than a morass. Only on the high- 
er ground in the northern region 
can the armies come in contact and 
it seems improbable that either side 
will indulge in an attack in force.

Adrianople will be able to re 
sist for a long time. Much is expect 
ed by competent observers of the 
new blood which now is at the head 
of both military and civil admink 
trations, burning to avenge the earl 
ier defeats, and the enterprise and 
the daring of men like Enver Bey,

In the removal, washing, and replac- 
ing of dishes there Is room for much 
Improvement This duty Is usually 
disliked, but under proper manage- 
ment it should not be distasteful. First, 
there Is the use of the service truck. 
This Is a small table of two or three 
Bhelves, mounted on rather large 
wheels, used to transport dishes be- 
tween tho table and the serving pan- 
try. There are several dish washing 
machines, but for the average house- 
hold they are not required. However, 
every household can use. and should 
adopt, drying racks. TheBe may be 
easily made. If made of metal and 
glass,, with shelves of round wooden 
rods, lamps placed near the bottom 
will give sufficient heat to dry dishes 
quite rapidly. The drying rack should 
be placed near the washer, so that as 
the dishes are washed they may be 
placed within. The washing and dry- 
ing process may be accurately timed., 
and a fair standard determined.

Method of preparing: Cut the meat 
in small pieces, discarding the fat;

Dressing for Green or Wax Beans, 
Cauliflower or Kohlrabi— Half cup of 
sour cream, yolk of one egg, one small 
teaspoon flour, small lump butter, a 
little nutmeg, half cup of water from 
the vegetables, which should be boil- 
ed In salt water.

Scalloped Tomatoes— Pour off near- 
ly all the Juice from a can of toma- 
toes; put a layer of bread crumbs lu 
tbe bottom of buttered dish, then a 
layer of tomatoes seasoned with pep- 
per and salt and a little butter and 
sugar; continue till dish is full, fin- 
ishing with bread crumbs; cover and 
bake until hot, then remove cover 
and brown. 

Cauliflower and Cheese — Cook cauli- 
flower in salted water, cover with 
drawn butter sauce, then with ground 
eastern cheese or parmesan and place 
in a hot oven until cheese is brown- 
ed a little. 

Baked Onions — Boil until tender, 
drain and cut In halves or leave whole 
11' p»*f erred; put in a dish, pour over 
them a cup of cream or milk; sprinkle 
with salt, cover top with cracker 
crumbs, cut tablespoon of butter In 
small pieces, put over top and put into 
quick oven and brown. 

Fried Celery. — Boil until nearly ten- 
der, then dip Into a mixture of egg 
and bread crumbs and fry in butter 
or oil. Serve hot 

Creamed Cabbage — Take a firm 
head of cabbage, chop rather fine and 
cook in salted water from a half to 
three-quarters of an hour; drain off 
water, put In a piece of butter, sea- 
son and pour over enough cream or 
milk to almost cover cabbage; heat 
to boiling point and serve. This will 
be found a very nice way of cooking 
cabbage, and many who do not like 
cabbage relish It when prepared In 



Corn 8yrup Caramels. 

For corn syrup caramels, boll 
gether two cupfuls of 
sugar, a cupful of good cream, one 
and three-fourths cupfuls of corn 
syrup and a cupful of butter, and aft- 
er a few minutes gradually add anoth- 
er cupful of cream without letting the 
syrup stop boiling for a second. When 
the syrup will form a substantial ball 
in the fingers after cooling In cold wa 
ter. add a teaapoonful of vanilla and a 
cupful of chopped nut meats. Turn 
Into bread pans that have been ollea 
and wheu nearly cold turn out of the 
tins, cut Into cubes and wrap In waxed 
paper. It sometimes takes an hour to 
do the boiling before the right stage 
Is reached, but the caramels are a» 
good as the beat.

Following is a part of a statement 
about the Housewives' League made 
by the president, Mrs. Julian Heath 

"For generations Mother was a 

practical and all sufficient 

keeper. 

"Today somebody elae packs 
down her butter and eggs when they 
are plentiful, against the time when 
they are scarce Somebody else 
preserves her fruits, cans her veg 
enables, salts her pork, makes her 
p cities, bakes her beans. All these 
people charge for service, a little 
there, but they do not do all of her 
work for iier. 

"As a result of the lack of over 
sight o:i the part of the individual 
housewife and spender, the firms 
and corporations which do her bigg 
er housekeeping and should be her 
servants have become her masters 
But they have at last overstepped 
the mark. They have grown so dar- 
ing, so avaricious, so greedy, that 
they have forced a crisis, a domestic 
panic. And they are largely respon- 
sible for the existence of the House- 
wives' League, which purposes to 
fight them and bring them to time. 
The league will dictate, and because 
it is a union half a million strong, 
it will be obeyed. It will tell the 
men who juggle with cold storage 
supplies— eggs, butter, meat— just 
what the right market price is, and 
piy no more. It will aemand of 
bakers a pound of bread to the loaf.
